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A FEW WORDS 


Before we get into our 1952 catalogue, just a few words. Another 
season gone by—another catalogue written and presented to you. We 
hope you will enjoy it and we hope you will take it in the spirit it is 
written, bearing in mind that we all do not see alike. We try to be more 
than fair and if we criticize, we are calling the shot as we see it. Some 
varieties demand certain conditions, to be at their best, and maybe we 
do not have those conditions. Maybe we do, and then we are unduly fa- 
vorable in our comments. Some growers have plenty of water and we are 
one of those, enabling them to produce better spikes than the man with- 
out irrigation. All in all, our comments are based on our own growing 
and from gardens under our frequent visiting. 


PRICES 


Now - about prices All of us realize that everything costs more than 
it did several years ago. Labor, supplies catalogues, postage - every- 
thing going into the business costs more. We have kept our prices as 
low as we can and still make a profit. Unless otherwise stated, the 
prices shown are the each price. On the lower prices varieties, the 
price will appear as 12/$1.00, indicating 12 bulbs for $1.00. If you desire 
less than 12 bulbs of these varieties, consult the table below for prices. 
Please do not order less than the quantity shown in the catalogue, ex- 
cept where the pricing is indicated below. Except when the dozen price 
is shown 10 bulbs may be had for 8 times the each price, 100 bulbs may 
be had for 64 times the eEach price.

PLEASE NOTE — when using the hundred rate or price - shipment 
is made F.O.B. Aurora and you pay shipping charges. If you order has 
both wholesale and retail items in it, shipment will be made collect 
but we will include enough extras to take care of the shipping cnarges 
on the retail items. 25 bulbs may be had at the 100 price but shipment 


will be made collect. 


We aim to sell only quality stock, the kind you are willing: to pay a 
little more to get. Neverceasing care is excercised in rogueing all 
questionable bulbs in the field. Doubtful bulbs, whenever discovered, are 
promptly disposed of - this cost money but it pays in the satisfaction 
of knowing that our bulbs are good ones. We will prepay retail ship- 
ments on all orders over $3.00. Underthat. please include 10% extra 
for shipping costs. See note above about wholesale shipments. 
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EXPERIMENTS 


Being born with a bump of curiosity, we can’t refrain from trying new 
things now and then. Last year, we tried two successful ones. Perhaps 
you have tried them too, but anyway, here goes— 

STRAW MULCHING—not new by any means but very successful for us. 
Spikes six inches or more higher than unmulched. More florets and 
larger. Bigger bulbs. More moisture in the ground for a longer time after 
rains. Less weeds. Caution—a fire hazard—rather unsightly. Mulch should 
be about three inches thick, applied when the spikes are about six inches 
tall. Be sure to shake all the wheat kernels out of the straw, or you will 
have a wheat field growing in your glad patch. 

SEEDS IN BANDS—a remarkable time saver and very good results. 
Three of four seeds were planted in a 3” band, or one seed in a 1-3/4” 
band, and the bands were then moved to the cold frames. Results ex- 
cellent—Bands are planted close together, no trouble to keep them 
watered. Easy to keep track of each cross—five bands of this cross— 
ten of that, ete. And when you come to dig in the fall, oh! how nice and 
easy. No wondering if this seed belongs in the previous lot. Each band is 
easily dug, coming out in a three inch cube with no trouble separating 
the bulbs from the dirt. No danger in leaving bulblets in the cold frame 
to grow up next year as few if any of the roots go down below the three 
inch bottom. Well worth the cost of the bands. You can gain extra time 
‘too if you start the bands in flats inside and thus get a little larger bulb. 
We even had one or two bloom from seed planted in the greenhouse in 
February and transplanted outside in May. 


SHIPPING 
With special handling, shipments can be made almost anytime, but we 
prefer, if possible, not to start shipping before early March. We usually 
check weather reports very carefully before shipping to the colder states 
and have often held up shipment for a week or ten days when there are 
adverse weather reports. 


EARLY ORDERS 

Hach year we make a plea to you to get your orders in as early as 
possible. By getting your orders early, we are able to fill them without 
any rush. It is easier to give you what you want as the stocks are not 
depleted, there is a full tray to pick from, and all sizes are in stock. 
It gives us more time to pick out extras which we think you would like. 
We try to start planting early in April (April 7th this year) which re- 
duces the stocks we have ayailable and cuts down on the time we have 
for filling orders. We certainly would appreciate your early ordering. 

If possible, orders sent after the middle of March should provide for 
substitution of size, and if possible, for substitution of varieties. When 
we substitute, we always try to give a greater value on the substituted 
item than was called for on the original item. 


EXTRAS 

Some of the fun of buying bulbs is the opening of the package to see 
what the shipper included in the way of extras. Sometimes you get a 
package where if you ordered ten, you get ten, and maybe one or two 
extras. Then again, you will get a package where the ten counts out to 
eleven to twelve and you find four or five different extras, depending 
upon the size of the order. 

We would sooner be in the last class, so do not be embarrassed about 
suggesting extras. What we can do depends upon the size of your order 
and when we get it. The early orders give us more time to fill, we can 
work them at times when the weather is bad, and we have a much 
better stock to select from. We would appreciate your suggesting the 
extras you would like. 
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ARASAN—It isn’t any desire on our part to get into selling anything but 
bulbs but we do have inquiries for various items. We use a lot of Arasan, 
it is convenient and much easier to use than a dip. We put some bulbs 
in a bag, a spoonful or two of Arasan and shake the bag a few times. 
This seems to cover the bulbs thoroughly. If you can’t plant them right 
away, no harm is done. In fact, we dip each bulb when we clean it, into 
a mixture of Arasan and DDT dust with excellent results. If you want, 
we can furnish eight ounce cans ot Arasan for $1.00. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Planting instructions will be included in all shipments—the latest up 
to date instructions, prepared by experts. 


EXPLANATION OF LISTINGS 


Variety will be listed as follows: 


ADORATION (Klein 48) 70 days 460 
Adoration is the variety name. 
Klein is the name of the originator. 
48 stands for the year of introduction. 
70 days, is the average time from planting until blooming of a large 
bulb. Smaller sizes will take longer. 
460 is the color classification and size. 


SIZE 

“LL,” indicates large size bulbs, measuring more than 1144” in diameter. 

“M” indicates a medium size bulb, 3%, to 144” in diameter. 

“9S” indicates a small bulb, under 34” in diameter. 

“B” indicates bulblets. 

Large bulbs will give you the best bloom—but they cost you more. 

Medium sizes will frequently produce good show spikes and will pro- 
duce saleable spikes. : 

Small sizes will as a rule, bloom, but the spike they produce is not 
as good as you would get from a larger sized bulb. Once in a while, a 
variety will produce saleable spikes from small bulbs, but do not count 
on it. Small sizes are the cheaper, but they take a year longer to get the 
best results—as a rule, they will produce large bulbs for the following 
season. 

Bulblets or cormlets are the cheapest way of getting start in a variety, 
but also the slowest way. With good growing conditions and particularly 
with some varieties, you may get large bulbs, but it is far safer to figure 
on getting a few medium and a number of small bulbs the first year. 
These, planted the next year, will generally give you large bulbs for 
the second year. Some bulblets are hard to germinate and you may get a 
very poor stand. Others will germinate readily. If possible, peel or 
crack the hard shell of the bulblets before planting. We ran an experi- 
ment in the greenhouse several years ago on this. A row of peeled 
bulblets, a row of cracked bulblets and a row without any special pre- 
paration. The peeled bulblets were the first to appear, followed by the 
cracked bulblets and then by the test bulblets. The peeled bulblets were 
up two to four inches before the first test bulblet was through the 
ground. 

A word of caution—Once in a while you will see a big splash ad- 
vertisement, offering 100 large bulbs for say $2.00—some low and seem- 
ingly attractive price—going on to say something about the bulbs being 
large bulbs, fully one and three quarter inches in circumference. Our 
bulbs are graded on the diameter size—a one and three quarter inch 
circumference bulb is what we would class as a small size. Do not be 
misled. 
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SUBSTITUTIONS 


We will not substitute unless you give us permission to do so. We 
would appreciate permission to substitute sizes if possible, and we would 
also like to be able to substitute varieties, especially late in the season 
when our stocks are depleted, 


GUARANTEE 

We guarantee our bulbs to be true to name and free from disease or 
trip. Please open the package immediately upon receipt, examine care- 
fully, and if not satisfactory, advise us at once. All of us make errors 
once in a while and if any of the bulbs are found to be not as represent- 
ed, we will either refund your money on their return, or we will replace 
the unsatisfactory stock. However, we can at no time be liable for more 
than the original amount paid for the bulbs. Due to conditions beyond 
our control, we are not responsible for the growth of bulbs or bulblets. 
All orders are placed with this understanding. Both the field and the 
bulbs have been state inspected, giving us added assurance that are 


shipping disease and thrip free bulbs.
